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AMBASSADOR EBAN CITES ISRAEL AS 'BULWARK' OF DEMOCRACY IN 6TH ANNIVERSARY TALK 


A large crowd, and an appreciative one, packed the Brass Rail Restaurant on Thurs- 
day, May 20th, to hear His Excellency, Abba Eban, Israeli Ambassador to the United States, 
reaffirm his country's determination to "preserve its democratic way of life amidst 
hostile surroundings". He said Israel would adhere to a basic policy of open immigration 
for Jews seeking refuge, and for Jews desirous of going to Israel. 


Speaking on the occasion of Israel's sixth anniversary (May 14, 1948), the ambassa- 
dor recounted the country's achievements, emphasizing its position as a bulwark of free- 
dom and enlightenment. He criticized the State Department's unilateral policy of arming 
Iraq which, he said, avowedly has committed itself to "wiping the State of Israel off the 
face of the map", but went on record as predicting a bright future provided war does not 
come »

U.S. NEWSMAN KILLED IN INDO-CHINA 


Robert Capa, widely known and respected photographer, who covered most of the 
major fighting fronts in World War II, and has become a legend in the profession, was 
killed by a mine near Hanoi on May 25, according to a New York Times dispatch. He was 
the first U.S. correspondent to die in the Indo-China fighting, and was associated with 
the Magnum Picture Agency. A brother, CORNELL CAPA, is a member of OPC and on Life 
Magazine's staff. 


Werner Bischof, a photographer associated with Capa in the Magnum Agency, a resi- 
dent of Zurich, Switzerland, was reported in an accidental death in Peru. Bischof's 
pictures, mostly of the explorer type, have appeared in many U.S. periodicals.
